Agreement Required 


It is quite apparent to us that a lot more explanation 
will be required, before there is general agreement to re- 
commend a new high school to the voters at town meeting. 

For if political realities are to be accepted, then it is 
obvious that the Selectmen, the Finance Committee, and 
probebly the Taxpayers Association, must agree on the 
recommendation. Presumably, the School Committee, 
having already voted for a new high school, will stand by 
its guns. 

Thus they share the burden of convincing the rest of the 
town government, and independent groups, that the vote is 
correct, 

The School Committee can not leave this to the town 
manager; the manager is not a trained educator, and should 
not be expected to relay messages involving educational 
concepts. 

Rather, it necessitates a series of meetings, at which 
all the facts of the proposed building program can be ex- 
plored. The Selectmen and others could ask any questions, 
in whatever detail they wanted, and thus come up with 
answers more guickly and directly. 

For the School Committee to ignore this need is an 
invitation to disaster, as far as the secondary school 
program is concerned. This is the first vital step — taking 
precedence over building plans or any details of design. 

If confusion and disagreement are allowed to continue, 
there is little hope that a school construction program can 
be authorized at town meeting in 1964, 


Charter Modification 


Central purchasing, of the type envisioned when the 
town manager charter was approved, obviously has not 
been adopted by the officials responsible, under the 
charter. 

The study committee has determined this beyond a 
reasonable doubt —-now the question is ‘‘Why?”’ 

It may be the result of simple inadvertance; it could be 
clear defiance of the charter; but probably it is because 
the tight restrictions in the charter are not wholly work- 
able, and should be modified. 

Although there may be savings as a result of central 


purchasing, are there enough dollars saved to warrant 
paying a purchasing agent? Town Manager Thomas E. Duff 
obviously can not personally handle this phase of munici- 
pal operation. ‘Although he is responsible for his agent’s 
conduct of the job, he can not handle this detailed re- 
sponsibility and, at the same time, do all the other jobs 
set forth in the charter. 

Perhaps moderate revision of the charter requirement is 
the answer. At least this can be thoroughly explored 
before any final decision to recommend a purchasing 
agent, with a new salary, is voted. 


Planned Emergencies 


Planned emergencies — through insufficient appropria- 
tions and subsequent transfers from the town’s reserve 
fund — are unreasonable and unwarranted, 

Yet one town appropriation seems to fall within this 
description. 

The snow and ice removal account — for which money 
was appropriated last March — apparently was cut to the 
minimum amount. 

Within a couple of weeks after town meeting, a sizable 
transfer was approved; another large amount was requested 
and granted just recently. The most recent transfer 
covered bulk purchases of salt and stockpiling of sand, 
The latter certainly can be foreseen as an annual expendi- 
ture, 

It would not be difficult to plan ahead for these pur- 
chases; a forecast of the need for salt and sand, based 
on experience, should not be too difficult. 

What apparently happened is that the budgeted amount 
for these items was cut, with the promise that transfers 
would be made when needed, 

Thus the voters at town meeting are deprived of the 
knowledge that this town function is certain to cost more 
than is printed in the recommendations. And the Finance 
Committee becomes an appropriating agency — something 
that board is not supposed to do. 

We believe the Finance Committee should not continue, 
as it has done in the past, to promise a transfer if a
